under a prenuptial agreement. 
Provision was made last March for 
an upward scale of gifts to Mrs. 
Kresge each year provided she ful- 
filled her part as a “dutiful wife.’’ 

When the wife’s suit was settled 
in New York last March, Kresze 
said ‘‘Mrs. Kresge’s right in certaia 
shares of S. S. Kresge’s stocks has 
been confirmed, thereby making 
Mrs. Kresge independent for the 
rest of her life.’’

He also outlines the history 
of the Eads and Merchants’ bridges, 
showing that each was left unused 
by the railroads until its owners 
sold out to the railroads. He then 
tells of the completion of the Mu- 
nicipal bridge, more than 10 years 
ago, and its disuse since, except as 
to the highway deck. 

The Mayor then discusses the 
bridge arbitrary problem, saying 
that, since the United States Su- 
preme Court has upheld the charge 
as one for service rendered, the 
chief hope for reducing or remov- 
ing it lies in “competition in the 
terminal business in and around St. 
Louis.” 

As to Ordinance 29501, now gev- 
erning the bridge, the Mayor says

History of St. Louis Bridges. 

“ ‘Tt might be well to give a brief 
history of the three railroad bridges 
which span the Mississippi River. 
The Eads Bridge was built by pri- 
vate capital. After its completion 
railroads refused to use it, 
claiming they were well satisfied 
with the transportation of their 
traffic by ferry boats. This caused

it. It was bought by railroad inter- 
ests, and arrangements were made 
to lease it to the predecessors of 
the Terminal Railroad Association. 

“Later on, through private capli- 
tal, the Merchants’ bridge was 
built, with the hope that the rail- 
roads would immediately use this 
bridge.

“Despite these two failures,. the 
citizens of St. Louis built the Mu- 
nicipal bridge.

use, It was thought that the build- 
ing of the bridge would eliminate 
the so-called arbitrary charge, and 
it did have the effect of eliminating 
this charge on most of the traffic, 
excepting within a 100-mile zone.

Under a misap- 
prehension of the power of the 
city government, provisions were 
inserted in this ordinance which 
were an attempt on the part of 
the City of St. Louis to control 
rates charged by railroads on In- 
terstate traffic. IY have corsulted 
with a number of well-inférmed 
lawyers, and they unanimously 
agree that no railroad could 
possibly use the Municipal bridge 
while this ordinance is in 2ffect. 
The City Counselor nas ruled that 
these particular provssions are in- 
valid and not effective. I heave, 
however, found no evidence of any

One County for Proctor.

It might be 
mentioned that the Democratic ma- 
jority in Dunklin County is so big 
that no Republican éver wants to 
go to the trouble of running for 
office, knowing defeat by an over- 
whelming majority is certain. But 
to keep up a semblance of organi- 
zation and to aid in bringing out 
as many Republicans as posible 
for the benefit of the State ticket, 
it is customary for the Republi- 
cans to’ meet and draft candidates 
for county offices.

He next took up the 50-50 bill 
in the 1923 Legislature, a measure 
to give women equal representa- 
tion with men on political party 
committees.

Two experts on municipal gov- 
ernment, who have visited St. Louls 
in the last few days, have reached 
varying conclusions about the spe- 
cial phases of city administration 
which they have examined here. 


Fred Telford, director of the Bu- 
reau of Public Personnel Admin- 
istration, with offices in the Mills 
Building, Washington, has been 
looking into the workings of the 
Efficiency Board. 

Telford, before leaving the city 
yesterday, declined to talk in de- 
tail of his findings here, saying he 
had made an inspection,’ rather 
than a complete survey. But he 
said that he believed the Efficiency 
Board has taken a “backward step”’ 
in one respect. This was the aban- 
donment of promotional examina- 
tions in the Fire De~artment. In- 
stead of such exampinafions, pro- 
motions are now made on the basis 
of efficiency ratings made by the 
District Chiefs. Telford said the 
change was contrary to the usage 
of most large cities, and that pro- 
motional examinations were usual- 
ly considered better. He would not 
say what he thought of the general 
trend of the Efficiency Board's 
work.

Federal Judge George Washing- 
ton English ‘was Presiding Judge 
of the court until the House of 
Representatives voted to impeach 
him last spring. He will be tried 
before the Senate Nov. 10. Since 
he ceased holding court, Federal 
Judge Walter Iindley of Danville, 
Associate Judge of the district, 
has presided in all cases, 

Steps to remedy the conditions 
already have been taken in sev- 
eral instancés. Judge Lindley has 
sentenced an _ interstate freight 
thief, against whom sentence was 
suspended by Judge English eight 
months ago when the defendant 
represented he was ill after plead- 
ing guilty, to four years in the 
penitentiary and fined him $1000, 
and in another case he ordered a!

In nrakinge these proposals, 
vhich are intended to state legal

the necessity and advisability of 
being practical. We have sought 
to accomplish the largest possible 


measure of correction of the faults 
of existing codes of criminal pro- 
cedure that can reasonably be ex- 
pected considering the present at- 
titude of the public toward such 
questions. The traditional ideas of 
the American people as to the ad- 
ministration of justice make it 
necessary that we should move 
slowly in initiating changes. 

Theories of the Code. 

There are -two theories upon 
are founded. First, there is the 
theory that a code of criminal pro- 
cedure should be framed primarily 
for the protection oOf the citizen 
against possible injustice and op- 
pression by the State. Second. 
there is the theory that a code of 
criminal procedure should provide 
for such a judicial investigation of 
a charge of crime as will lead to a 
prompt and definite decision as to 
guilt and punishment. 

I believe it can be fairly stated 
that the code of criminal pro- 
cedure that now obtains in prac- 
tically all our states belong to 
ithe’ first class, although present 
| conditions seem to demand that the 
‘second theory is the one that should 
obtain, if society is effectively to 
protect itself against its enemies. 
In these suggestions we have 
sought to protect effectively the 
rights of the citizen, to safeguard 
the innocent against conviction 
and also remove from existing

We do not of course claim to 
i|have provided a system which will 
‘fully accomplish all the desired 
results. jut that the one proposed 
will work better than the codes 
inow generally in effect in the dif-

' But it is interesting to note 
that two of the most important 
changes recommended, viz., the 


right of the Judge to comment on 
the evidence, as at common law, 
and the right to comment on de- 
fendant’'s failure to testify, are now 
the law in a very limited number 
of states. The first of those pro- 
visions obtains in only eight states 
and the Jatter in only two and to a 
limited extent in only three others. 
'It also is of interest to note that 
i there were no proposals that were 
more fully and completely agreed 
to by all the members ef the com- 
mittee than these two, which have 
also received the approval of prac- 
tically all who from the standpoint 
of experience and study have con- 
sidered the reform of our crimi- 
nal procedure. 

Either of these changes could 
| be accomplished in most states 
‘simply by an act of the state leg 
_islature. These provisions are 
| found in the criminal procedure of 
| the people of Canada and England, 
| from which latter country we in- 
herited our system of jurisprudence 
and procedure. They also obtain 
in the procedure of every other 
civilized nation in which trial by 
'jury is provided for. 

Judged from a practical or 
theoretical standpoint it is difficult 
to understand why there should 
not be provided for every jury trial, 
a disinterested expert authority to 
| advise and acslét the jury in deal- 
ing with the facts as well as the 
law. In the absence of such an 
authority the jurors look to the 
lawyers for advice and direction 
and the result is that a trial be- 
comes a contest between opposing 
counsel, in which the — law- 
|yer usually wins. ~~ » 

To state the reasons ies the 
Judge has been eliminated as a 
directing influence in the trial of a 
criminal case in all but eight of 
the American states would igvolve 


@ discussion and explanation of 
conditions which have long since 
ceased to exist. And the reason 
why the right of the trial Judge 
to direct. the trial has not been 
restored is to be found in the prac- 
tical operation of our state legis- 
latures, which, in so far as Such 
legislation is concerned, have peen 
generally controlled by lawyers, 
who have been disposed to look at 
such questions from the standpoint 
of defendant’s counsel. 


Some Lawyers Opposed. 

Naturally these men have been 
more in favor of the maintenance 
of existing procedure, under which 
they can practice effectively, than 
they have been in securing a system 
that will result in the prompt and 
certain conviction of the guilty. If 
the public want a better system 
they must secure it through thei 
own initiative and the dominating 
influence of public opinion. This 
was the experience of the people 
of England, who, after over half a 
century of discusison, accomplished 
some 75 years ago the establishment 
of an effective system of criminal 
procedure against the opposition of 
many of the leaders in the legal 
profession, including many Judges. 
Aside from the,selfish interests in- 
volved, it is geherally difficult for 
those responsible for a system to 
realize its defects and accomplish 
its correction. 

By these statements I do not 
mean to assert that there are not 
many high-minded, able men in the 
legal profession and on the bench 
who have actively and effectively 
interested themselves in the reform 
of our procedural and substantive 
law. But records of the American 
Bar Association and of the state 
bar associations, of the American 
Law Institute and of this organiza- 
tion, would overwhelmingly § dis- 
prove such a charge. But those 
who have taken the lead in such 
associations in advocating reforms 
are as a general rule not the law- 
yers who defend criminal cases or 
the lawyers who serve in state 
legislatures. The experience and 
self-interests of the latter cause 
them naturally to array themselves 
in support of the established order 
for the maintenance of what they 
are pleased to designate as the an- 
cient bulwarks and safeguards of 
liberty and innocense. * * # 

A Synthetic Arrangement. 

As further evidence of the prac- 
tical phase of this situation only 
one additional comment may be 
made. In every American state 
when a sincere effort is made to 
remedy an existing evil by statute 
or constitutional amendment, guid- 
ance is sought through an exami- 
nation o fthe statutes and constitu- 
tions of other states. What we of- 
fer is a synthetic arrangement of 
approved practices in criminal pro- 
cedure, each one of which actual- 
ly has been tested by human expe- 
rience cither,in this country or in 
England. It is reasonable to antiei- 
pate that this outline will be rec- 
ognized by broad-minded legisia- 
tors in any particular state as a 
convenient means for enabling 
them to be guided by the experi- 
ence of others. 

Many causes have contributed to 
the result that 90 per cent of those 
guilty of committing major crimes 
in this country are not apprehend- 
ed and punished. Many causes 
contribute to the result that ap- 
proximately 75 per cent of those 
apprehended and prosecuted for 
major crimes escape the minimum 
punishment provided by law. That 
the archaic, cumbersome and in- 
effective system of criminal pro- 
cedure that now obtains In a ma- 
jority of our states is one of the 
causes that has largely contributed 
to this result, is the conclusion of 
all who have given the subject a 
thoughtful investigation, and this 
is the reason why the members of 
this committee have, as a matter 
of public service, undertaken this 
investigation and report.

nocence. In a few States, and in 
the Federal courts, the power of the 
judges remained as it originally ez- 
isted according to the common law 
of England. The purposes of the 
section is to restore this judicial 
power in those States where tt was 
unwisely taken away to the unfair 
advantage of criminals financially 
able to employ eloquént and re- 
sourceful lawyers.)

N all felony cases a five-sixths 
| verdict of a jury shall be suffi- 

cient to convict, except in cases 
where death may be the penalty 
imposed, and in which cases the 
verdict of the jury must be unan- 
imous. In misdemeanor cases tri- 
able before a jury, the jury shall 
consist of six, and a _  five-sixths 
verdict shall be sufficient to con- 
vict.

(In many States a verdict by 
fewer than all of @ jury its per- 
mitted in civil suits, and in several 
States in criminal trials. Ezgperi- 
ence has proved the wisdom of such 
provisions. The same system 
should be applied in criminal cases 
in all States. In misdemeanor cases, 
it is believed that speedy and im- 
partial justice can be obtained by 
a jury of siz. If a defendant is 
willing to waive a jury and submit 
his case to the judge, the statutes 
of ali States should be elastic 
enough to permit this to be done.)

(According to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, “law ts a state- 
ment of the circumstances in which 
the public force will be brought 
to bear upon men through the 
courts.” (213 U. 8.356.) This typ 
ically modern and American 
definition emphasizes the impor- 
tance of courts, dnd ebpecially ap- 
pellate courts, in preserving and 
effectuating what we call law. To 
a limited extent there should be a 
right to appeal in criminal cases 
even when the defendant wine in 
the lower court. 

The latter part of this section is 
directed. against the doctrine that 
all error in criminal cases is pre- 
sumed to be prejudicial error.
